Big savings have been found possible, both 
in road haulage. and agricultural 
by utilising Fordson tractors.

Actually it consists of all the ‘“ gadgets ”’ 
used for testing cars gathered together in one 
“ desk,’” and constructed in such a way that 
it forms a “ master ” for any equipment— 
electrical or mechanical—on the car, 

Nobody who goes to the Mansion House 
leaves without seeing at least one of the seven 
sound -films, which are being shown 
tinuously in the Supper Room. Mr. Joseph 
Evans, of G. B. Equipments, Ltd., Dubhn, 
is supervising the projection with the instal- 
lation supplied by his firm, and Mr. R. Thom- 
son, the engineer for the British Acoustic 
Sound System. The various aspects of the 
Ford motor-building industry are shown, 
together with an ingenious Walt Disney 
cartoon—also about Ford's, of course. 

If you have not yet visited the Exhibition 
there is still time to do so before it closes on 
Wednesday next—it is well worth the time.

i Rb possibility of agreement between 
the British and Vree State Govern- 
mests on the cattle-coal duties has aroused 
much comment in Northern Ireland, which 
is vitally interested in the removal of 
trade barriers between both countries, As 
Northern Ireland is part of the British 
fiscal union, any trade agreement between 
the Free State and Great Britain auto- 
matically applies to Northern Ireland and 
Free State trade. Many in Northern 
Ireland believe that the North should be 
considered in any negotiations of this 
character, and for this reason the sugges. 
tion put forward in the Jrish Times that 
a Free State Trade Commissioner 

be a ted in Belfast is welcomed. 
Such an official charged with the duty of 
developing trade between North and 
South would be able to give first-hand 
information if trade agreements are to be 
negotiated. In the making of such agree- 
ments purely British interests might be 
considered to the exclusion of Northern 
trade, which has suffered more from the 
Customs barrier than any other part of 
the United Kingdom, and it would be 
regrettable if in any trade agreement con- 
sideration were given to purely English 
and Scottish manufacturers, while the 
goods produced by Northern manufac- 
turers were unable to get concessions in 
the Free State market. While this is 
perfectly understood in Belfast, any 
attempt to keep it before the public is 
regarded as creating “ mass psychology ”’ 
in favour of political fusion. But, as 
Colonel A. R. Gordon, D.S.0., M.P., 
declared at a meeting of the Royal Ulster 
Agricultural Society, when advocating the 
abolition of duties on exhibits coming to 
Northern Shows from the Free State, ‘‘ It 
is not a question of politics, but a ques- 
tion of common-sense.”’ 


New Bacon Factories 


Pig production in Northern Ireland has 
expanded by over 40 per cent. since the 
introduction of the quota scheme for 
imports on the British market and the 
Northern pig marketing scheme. The 
Northern Ministry is giving every en- 
couragement to the farmers to capture as 
much as possible of the British bacon 
trade formerly held by Denmark and other 
foreign importers. To do this satis- 
factorily Warthets farmers have to 
increase the production of the correct :“pe 
of pig. The new bacon factory established 
by Messrs. Dennys at Portadown for the 
production of Wiltshire bacon will be 
working fully by April, and another 
factory is being erected on a large scale 
in Londonderry. So that these factories 
may be supplied with suitable pigs, an 
effort is being made to organise smal) 
producers in groups. If left to voluntary 
effort by individual farmers, it is believed 
that the scheme would not be successful ; 
but suitable channels through which the 
scheme should operate would be the 
Farmers’ Union and the Agricultural 
Organisation Society. There are twenty- 
three branches of the latter society cover- 
ing the whole of Northern Ireland, except 
the immediate vicinity of Belfast, and, 
with the managers of these associations 
acting as collecting agents, little difficulty 


contracts. 
Stormont Overcrowded 


The Northern Government is consider 
ing plans for the provision of extra 
accommodation for the staffs of the various 
Government Departments, as the upper 
storeys of the Parliament and Administra- 
tive Building at Stormont have become 
overcrowded since the initiation of the 
new marketing schemes, involving the 
appointment of additional staffs. One plan 
suggested is that Stormont Castle. the 
official residence of the Prime Minister, 
should be transformed into offices for the 
Ministry of Agriculture, and a new and 
more moderate residence provided for the 
Prime Minister in the grounds at Stor- 
mont. The erection of a new administra- 
tive building at Stormont would be an 
expensive business, and in the interest 
of economy the Prime Minister, it is 
understood, is willing to give up Stor. 
mont Castle for a smaller house. When 
the Stormont estate was purchased by the 
British Government for the site of the 
Northern Parliament House the Stormont 
Castle was handed over to the Northern 
Government as an official residence for 
the Prime Minister. A considerable sum 
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would be experienced in working ae

of money was spent in modernising the 
building. Further alterations will be re- 
quired either now or in the immediate 
future to accommodate the growing Civil 
Service. In addition, a new residence will 
have to be built for the Prime Minister. 
It might be more economical and meet 
the public convenience better if the 
Ministry of Labour officials at Stormont 
were transferred to offices near the Central 
Labour Exchange, and accommodation 

rovided also for the officials of the new 

blic Assistance Board. 


Municipal Housing 


‘The decision of the Belfast Corporation 
not to enter upon any further housing 
schemes is one that requires modification 
in one important respect. It is quite 
true that private builders are supplying a 
large number of subsidy houses on the 
outskirts of the city at reasonably fair 
rent-purchase terms. The Belfast Cor- 
poration is providing a subsidy of £25 for 
every house built, and the Northern 
Government gives a subsidy of an equal 
amount, so it cannot be said that that 
there is no public assistance to solve the 
housing problem. There is, however, a 
good case for providing alternative accom- 
modation for those who may be com- 
pelled to leave insanitary houses in slum 
areas in the centre of the city at a cost 
less than they could be provided by private 
builders. Many of these tenants are only 
paying at present a few shillings per week, 
and it is not reasonable to expect them 
to pay 9s. or 10s. per week for new houses 
far removed from their work. The Cor- 
poration Housing Committee could build 
houses to let on rent purchase terms at 
about 7s. per week, but even this amount 
would be more than some of these tenants 
could afford. Councillor Thompson sug- 
gested the erection of self-contained flats 
in the Dock area as an experiment. 
Belfast people are not much in favour of 
flats, but they are judging by the old 
tenement standard, rather than the 
modern flats, which are being provided in 
many cross-Channel cities. 


Fighting Rural Fires 


A series of fires in rural areas recently 
has caused much damage, and there is a 
demand that the Northern Government 
should devise a scheme for giving adequate 
assistance against fire loss in every part 
of the six counties. Outside the larger 
cities and towns, including Belfast, Lon- 
donderry, Coleraine, Newry and Bangor, 
the fire-fighting equipment is of an anti- 
quated type. It has been suggested that 
a conference should be held, representing 
the whole of Northern Ireland, to devise 
a comprehensive scheme, with central fire 
brigades in each area, and the registra- 


‘tion and utilisation of available water 


supplies. In these days of modern motor 
fire engines it should be possible to estab- 
lish a number of fire stations throughout 
the province. chiefly in towns, each centre 
to cover a large rural area. ‘At present | 
demands are made upon the Belfast Fire 
Brigade when an outbreak occurs within 
thirty or forty miles of the city. 


Cultural Development 


The growth of dramitic and musical 
societies in Northern Ireland is a notable 
development in recent years. Almost every 
town has its Musical Festival, holdine 
annual competitions for choral and instru- 
mental music and vocal solos: This has 
led to: the formation of numerous musical 
societies in the rural areas, and intro 
duced a new spirit of brightness and 
cheerfulness into rural life. Another recent 


development has been the establishment |

of dramatic societies in rural districts. 
largely through the initiative and en- 
couragement of the Rural Development 


Association of the Carnegie Trust. Dra 
matic Festivals are now being organised 
in many Northern Ireland provincial

in their presentation display remarkable 
insight into the best methods of dramatic 
production with simple scenery and effects. 
A large number of plays by local authors. 
depicting various phases of Ulster life. 
are also being produced. There is a grow- 
ing tendency to get away from the cottage 
type of Ulster play and to concentrate 
upon other kinds of comedy or historical 
subjects. One of the best of the latter 
type recently produced is by a Belfast 
shipyard worker, Mr. Thomas Carnduft. 
whose play ‘‘Castlereagh’’ has been a 


distinct success, and will shortly be seen 
in Dublin.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 


The hearing of the action of Miss Kathleen 
Keating, of “ Egremont,” The Hill, Monks- 
town, Co. Dublin, against Captain Magner, 
of 8 Richmond Hill, Monkstown, and the 
Dublin United Tramways Co., Ltd., was 
concluded. The plaintiff claimed damages 
for personal injuries received in a collision 
between Captain Magner’s motor car, in 
which she was being driven by Mrs. Magner, 
and an omnibus, the property of the ; NÁ 
ways Company, on the Conyngham road, 
Dublin, on the 13th o. last September. 

_ Both Captain Magner and the Tramways 
Company ieind negligence. 

Mr. Costello, K.C., Mr. Carson, K.C., and 
Mr. Sherry (instructet by Mr. Marcus A. 
Lynch) appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. A. E. 
Wood, K.C., Mr. Dockrell, K.C., and Mr. 
Matheson (instructed by Messrs. Woodcock 
and Sons) for Captain Magner; and Mr. 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr. J. P, Murnane (in- 
structed by Messrs. Casey, Clay and Collins) 
for the Tramways Company. 

After two hours’ consideration the jury 
found that the accident was caused wholly by 
the negligence of the “bus driver and that 
there was no negligence on the part of Mrs. 
Magner, and they assessed damages at £2,500. 

Judgment was entered against the Tram- 
ways Co, for £2,500 and costs.

CORK POSTMAN 
APPLICATION TO QUASH 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An application was made for a conditional 
order of certiorari to bring up to be quashed 
& sentence of four years’ imprisonment im- 
— by the Constitution (Special Powers) 

ribunal on John Hartnett, formerly a post- 
man, of Carrigtwohill, County Cork. 

In an affidavit Hartnett stated that on 
Good Friday, 20th March, 1934, he was 
arrested by Superintendent Finian O’ Driscoll. 
On 2nd April he was removed to Cork Jail, 
and on 2ist April he was removed to Arbour 
Hill Military Detention Barracks. He was 
brought before the Military Tribunal on 27th 
and 50th April and lst and 2nd May. Dur- 
ing his trial no certificate from an Executive 
Minister was produced, and he did not see 
any such certificate. When his trial con- 
cluded the Tribunal announced that sentence 
would be promulgated, and two hours later, 
in Arbour Hill, he was informed by Captain 
M. Lennon, the Governor, that he had been 
found guilty and sentenced to four years’ 
penal servitude, but Captain Lennon did not 
inform him of what offences he had been 
found guilty. He was released on 24th July, 
1934, and he was now seeking reinstatement 
as a postman, and asked that the conviction 
should be quashed. 

The applicant had been charged, together 
with another man, with having, in March, 
1954, conspired and attempted to destroy by 
explosives the house of a family named Mul- 
holland in Carrigtwohill. He was acquitted 
on the principal charges, but was convicted 
on charges of being accessory to the crime. 
He asked that the conviction should be 
quashed on the grounds that the necessary 
certificate for his trial by the Tribunal had 
not been issued by a Minister of State or 
produced at his trial; that the sentence was 
comprehensive and purported to cover all the 
charges preferred against him, whereas he had 
been convicted only on alternative charges ; 
and that sentence had not been pronounced 
in his um.

Mr. Justice O’Byrne granted the condi. 
tional order sought.

That will dealt with property in 
Kilkenny and with nothing else, and the 
curious thing was that she had no interest 
whatever in the property she purported to 
dispose of. It was mentioned as ‘‘ De 
Loughrey’s house.’’ Dr. Griffin states that 
at the time she made the will disposing of 
property in which she had no interest what- 
ever she was not capable of making a will, 
and Mrs. Potter had declined the gift of '' De 
Loughrey’s house,” and states she would 
decline it even if the lady had the disposal 
of the property, because she was of opimion 
that she was not capable of making a will at 
the time. Mr. Magee, the solicitor who drew 
up the will, however, states that he is 
satisfied she was capable of making a will, 
and had made an affidavit to this effect. 
Dr. Griffin was not disputing the will, but 
asked for a grant of administration with the 
will annexed. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—How can | decide the 
validity of the will on a motion of this kind? 

Mr. Poole said that Dr. Griffin represented 
everybody who, by any possibility, could 
have any interest in the property of testatrix, 
with the exception of the family of Roland 
Griffin, a late brother, and his personal repre- 
sentative was in agreement with the present 
motion. 

Miss Violet Kempton (instructed by Mr. 
John 8. O’Connor), for the Attorney-General, 
said that it was a strange case in which to 
ask the Court for a grant of administration 
with the will annexed, when the person ask- 
ing the grant alleged that the testatrix was 
of unsound mind at the time the will was 
made, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he. agreed, 
and could not see how he cowd make an 
order recognising the validity of the will. 

Mr. Poole read the affidavit of Mr. Magee 
about the making of the will. Mr. Magee 
stated that he kept the original, but it was 
destroyed in his offices, 5 Upper O’Connell 
street, when they were burned down in 1917. 
At the time the testatrix made the will she 
was of sound testamentary capacity. 

Mr. Poole said that if the property be- 
longed to the testatrix the Attorney-General 
was the proper person to uphold the will, 
because it would go to charity, but if he was 
satisfied that it did not belong to her it did 
not affect him and he should take no part in 
the matter. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that it would be 
difficult to establish incapacity in face of Mr. 
Magee's affidavit. He allowed the motion to 
stand generally, and suggested that the 
matter should be meniioned to Mr. Justice 
Hanna, the Probate Judge, who might con- 
sent to have the will condemned.

What can we say about the Liberals? We 
must talk about them with the utmost re- 
spect, because they still ooze unctuous 
rectitude. Whether they are sheep without 
shepherds, shepherds without sheep; whether 
they have neither sheep nor shepherd, but 
only the crooks, I don't know, 

All forms of government, he said, were bad, 
and all carried with them the seeds of their 
own dissolution. Democracy would bleed 
itself to death. It would go on plundering 
the minority until the loot was exhausted. 

Socialism, he added, will die of sheer 
boredom, Sidney Webb and the people of 
that kind forget that they have to deal with 
buman beings. We are creatures with a cer- 
tain amount of gambling spirit about us, and 
w, like competition and excitement. The 
Faban farmyard would bore anyone to dis- 
trection. 

All these forms of government are likely to 
fail, and one wonders whether the Conserva- 
tive Party can evolve something beter. I 
wish I knew what it would be. Sometimes, 
in impatience, I begin to hanker after a 
Mussolini, but I don't think our countrymen 
would ever consent to live wuder a govern- 
ment in which it wag a crime to speak evil 
of our rulers, If we are to have a dietator- 
ship, I don’t want a Hitler, and heaven save 
us from a Stalin. I only hope our Conserva- 
tive friends will think of scmething better.

MAYO COUNCIL’S 
POSITION 


THREAT TO LOCAL 
SERVICES

Presenting the annual estimate to-day, 
the Secretary of the Mayo County Council 
reported that although the demands of the 
subsidiary bodies showed an increase al 
£10,127, representing a rate of 7d, the 
expenditure of the Council showed a re- 
duction of £4,059, and the increase of 
£6 068 would bring the rate for next 
financial year to lls, 8d., being an in- 
crease of 2d. 

£59,000 of the agricultural grant was 
withheld, and 35 per cent. of the current 
rates wereoutstanding. He pointed out that 
the estimate was based on the assymption 
that the outstanding rates would be paid 
in full, and the agricultural grant indi- 
cated forthcoming in its entirety. Failing 
both these contingencies, he added not 
only would the estimate prove insufficient, 
but the whole fabric of the county adminis- 
tration might collapse. It behoved the 
members of the Council to do everythin 
possible to see that land annuities saa 
rates were paid, as the withholding of 
either would have disa-'-ous consequetices 
as far as the local services were concerned.

NEW AREA ACQUIRED 
IN DUBLIN 


A review of the allotment movement in 
the Irish Free State, issued by the Irish 
Allotment-holders’ Association, states that 
about thirty years ago a number of Dublin 
citizens procured two or three fields to pro- 
vide garden aliotments for men who were 
out a work. Alter the war the movement 
was threatened with extinction, as the areas 
that had been acquired were required for 
building, and many of the plot-holders lost 
interest on account of the removal -f the 
threat of a food shortage i 

A small number ot enthusiasts, however. 
prevailed on the Government to introduce, 
im 1926, an Allotments Act, embodying a 
clause which allowed local authorities to 
lease land to voluntary associations interested 


Government introduced an amending Allot- 
ments Act to provide plots, with equipment 
and seed, at a nominal rent to unemployed 
persons, and in Dublin alone more than 200 
people were allotted plots. The administration 
of the plots was done voluntardv by members 
of the. Irish Allotment-holders’ Association: 

This Association, states the review, has 
heen formed by those who were responsible 
for these improvements, and it is considering 
fresh schemes to extend the scope of the 
allotment movement throughout the Free 
State. The members of the Associatior 
consider that the movement should be en. 
couragéd among the working population, as 
well as the unemployed, on account of the 
many advantages it confers. ‘Lhey submit 
in the survey that, if local authorities would 
use the powers given them by the Act of 
last vear, the land difficulty would soon dis- 
appear. The members are working plot 
holders, and, as the expenses of the Associa- 
tion are considerable, they nope that Govern- 
ment recognition in that respect’ wili soon be 
forthcoming 

A large area has recently been acquired by 
the Association at Crumlin, Dublin, and it 
will mean an increase of 100 plots in the city 
this year, 


DEPARTMENT’S STATEMENT 


A statement issued by the Department of 
Agriculture in connection with the progress 
of allotment schemes for the unemployed 
shows that schemes were in operation last 
year at sixteen urhan centres, where nearly 
400 unemployed workers were granted allot- 
ments at nominal rents. Seeds, manures. 
spraying materials, with tools, were provided 
free of charge. In general, the plots were well 
cultivated and cropped. 

Two years ago, when the scheme was yet an 
experiment, 150 unemployed persons were pre 
vided with allotments; last year the number 
had increased to over 200, and a further in 
crease is expected this season. 

This encouraging progress is in no small 
part due to the efforts of the Trish Allo®nent- 
Halders’ Association, which, with the active 
help of the Dublin Corporation, has helped 
to make the schene a success, 

A diffieulty experienced in securing land 
reasonably convenient for the allotment- 
holders was overcome to a great extent. 

A new centre is being opened this year. in 
Crumlin. where nearly 10) applications for 
allotments have already been received,

Old Gombstones 


A correspondent writes:—When cycling 
along the southern banks of the River Suir, 
in the County Waterford, ebout twenty- 
five years ago, I came upon the remains of 
an ancient church at a place called 
Churchtown, not far from Carriek-on-Suir. 
Part of the walls were still standing, and a 
litter of. slates pointed to the fact that the 
building had not long been unroofed. It 
was-sad to see the :mural tablets—some 
dating back to the seventeenth century— 
standing neglected amidst the débris, and 
soon to share in the general ruin. Outside 
the walls I noticed two flat tombstones, 
one dating back to the year of the Armada, 
and the other a year later. One of these 
recorded the name of Edouard Boutlr, late 
of Fethard, of the County Tipperary, whose 
remains lay beneath—no doubt a member 
of the famous family whose ancient strong- 
holds still rear their heads along the River 
Suir. The tombston® were in an excellent 
state of preservation, and were evidently 
ence coverc | by an older structure. Near ba 

the church the remains of the rectory 
could be discerned, its garden a mass of 

wild briers. The scene of desolation and 

neglect of so ancient a place of worship is 

a sight nct easily forgotten. I am wonder- 

ing if the -authorities of the Church of 

Ireland have since taken any steps to 
. preserve what remains of these relics. 


A Family of Scholars 


Dr. Eoin MacNeill’s new book, “ Early 
Irish Laws and Institutions,’’ is expected 
to stir up no little controversy. Nearing 
the age of 70, Dr. MacNeill has lost none 
of that learned pugnacity which has 
marked his writings ever since, as a writer 
in the New Ireland Review long ago, he 
threw down the challenge to all holders 
of the legendary theory of Irish origins. 
He was born in the Glens of Artrim, the 
son of a ship’s engineer. He and his 
almost equally brilliant brothers were 
accustomed, I believe, to go on voyages 
round the Irish coast with their father, 
and so gained much of that remarkable 
Knowledge of Irish histerical geography 
which is the foundation of the work which 
three of them have done in research and 
reconstruction. John, as he was called, 
for he had not founded the Gaelic League

and initiated the revival of olden Irish 
nomenclature, entered the Civil Service in 
1887. He worked in the Accountant- 
General's Office in; Dublin. for 22 years, 
leaving the Service only on his appoirt- 
ment as Professor of Irish History in the 
National University. 


A Franciscan KC anuscript 


Soon after the death of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, when nationalism was weltering 
in discord, John MacNeill and a few 
other young men met in a humble room 
and founded the Gaelic League, in hope 
to draw together the threads of patriotism 
in a non-political fabric. Beside Dr. 
MacNeill, the only survivor of that group, 
I think, is Dr. Douglas Hyde. These two 
were the scholars of the movement. Hyde 
set to work on his huge and mis 
‘‘ Literary History of Ireland,” in whic 
the first account was written of Gaelic 
literature from the beginning. Meanwhile 
MacNeill went over from the Four Courts, 
night after night, to study a remarkable 

anuscript that lies in the Franciscan 
ibrary, just across the river— Duanaire 
Finn, an anthology of poems about Fionn, 
compiled in the Netherlands three centuries 
ago: He edited and. translated half of 
this manuscript ; the other half was done 
by Mr. Gerard Murphy, and published 
no longer ago than “]ast year. From his 
studies im this Franciscan manuscript 
grew. MaoNefll’s prodigious knowledge and 
penetrating historica] judgment, to which 
we owe the realistic, yet not less dignified, 
vetsion of Irish history now being written 
by “our. younger scholars.

The remission of the tariff would really 
put Ireland on the map once more as the 
greatest horse breeding country in the 
world. In fact, there is a distinct indica- 
tion that a few of the world’s richest. men, 
in anticipation of the settlement of the 
tariff question, are alreadv making plans 
to start breeding establishments here 
immediately. That would be an untold 
advantage to us, and would bring in its 
train the much needed wave of prosperity. 
It would also mean the re-making of the 
native bloodstock breeder, who, through 
no fault of his own, got badlv hit in the 
row. As the late Joe Devlin once re- 
marked in the House of Commons: “ Its 
alwavs the wrong man gets hit in re- 
prisals.”’

The course being bounded by the 
two roads from The Hatchet to Culmullen 
Cross roads and from The Hatchet to Cul- 
tromer hea motorists will not ex 
perience difficulty getting to the meeting.

LTHOUGH he did not take sides with 
the Bolsheviki in the 1917 Revolu- 

tion and had a Menshevik tendency, the 
author of these studies of Holbach, 
Helvetiuas and Marx was esteemed one of 
the big theoreticians of Marxism, and had 
some part in the founding of Lenin's 


its philosophy. This. translation of his 
work is made from a German edition af 
nearly forty years ago, and can serve As 
little more than a landmark for English- 
speaking students of the history of 
materialism, particularly in its Marxist 
synthesis. 

Holbach and Helvetius are now names 
much less familiar than Marx, and the 
events of the last fifteen years have given 
the last-mentioned an importance in 
actuality which can scarcely ever be the 
fortune of the other two. Nevertheless, 
these essays on Holbach and Helvetius 
may be read with. interest, as expressing 
the viewpoint of a Marxist critic mid-way 
between Marx himself and Lenin. The 
essay on Marx is a good example of the 
work of a prominent Marxist theoretician 
in the pre-Revolution period, but it suffers 
from the fact that it was written too early 
to take into account the important 
developments that have occurred in 
Marxian studies, and long since has been 
superseded by more recent work in

This state of affairs, it appears to me, 
is not good. We ought to have more funny 
men. I have no faith in the cliché that 
a people ought to be able te laugh at 
itself; beeause that cliché is most regu- 
larly uttered by peoples which retuse to 
allow others to laugh at them. My reason 
for wanting Irish humorous writers is 
purely and simply because (a) I like to 
read humorous writings every now and 
again, and (b) I prefer to read about this 
country, instead of other countries, when, 
ever I can. The trouble is, of course, that 
very few Irishmen seem to be able to write 
humorously without getting nasty one 
tyme or another, and, having once got 
nasty, they stay nasty and forget about 
the funny stuff. Lynn. Doyle. however, is 
an exception. I wish I could persuade 
him to start a correspondence college in 
humerous writing, Even if only one or 
two of his pupils carried off prizes, they 
might be capable ef giving us a rest from 
the everlasting peasant. 


A Dangerous Precedent 


From humour it is but a step to wit, 
and from wit to satire,. which is very 
much im the news at present, thanks to 
the success of Mr. Joseph O'Neill's “ Land 
Under England.” I wonder how much «f 
the satire which English critics have found 
therein so lavishly was intended by Mr, 
O'Neill. Does he really view the totali- 
tarian State with such intense loathing 
that he has written this extraordinary 
fantasy in order to pour out his soul con- 
cerning it! And, if so, what does he 
prefer? Democracy á l’anglaise or on our 
own model? Anarehy? Liberty of the 
Stars and Stripes vintage? Let me not 
be taken as an advocate of the totalitarian 
State. I merely mention these alternatives 
as a hint that what Mr. O'Neil! has done 
for, or against, the totalitarian State 
might very well set a fashion in political 
satire. It would take, I admit, a fertile 
imagination. to satirise the political con. 
stitution of this island or of John Bull's 
original one on any such  fantastie 
formula as Mr. O'Neill has used; 
shall be very much sur- 
prised if he does not find imitators, 
What a fantastic commonwealth some 
liberal writer of genius could build on 
President de Valera’s political philosophy ! 
How dire a picture could be drawn by an 
English Socialist who should envisage a 
State evolved from the mental processes 
of Indian Army Colonels (retired) ! There 
are AER HE in this recipe of Mr, 
Joseph O'Neill’s, and methinks we have 
not heard the last of it. 


Satire and the Saorstat 


But, on this subject of satire, what has 
happened to our satirists? They never 
form a very populous class in any country,

At the afternoon session yesterday the 
Conference discussed the question of such 
a co operative news association, owned and 
controlled by the newspapers, in the belief 
that it would lead to an interchange ol 
news throughout the Empire. 

The motion was introduced by Mr 
Smith, who said that the ‘ Canadian 
Press ’’ was proud of the fact that it was 
modelled in form and spirit very largely 
on the lines of the Associated Press ot the 
United States. The “ Canadian Press 
was owned and controlled by the daily 
newspapers, and was absolutely in 
dependent. 

It abhorred propaganda and devoted 
itself to recording news without fear or 
favour, said Mr. Smith. He offered it as 
a model for the Empire at large, and 
urged the formation of similar 
throughout the impire. 

The impetus, however, must come from 
the Dominions and India, and from the 
Colonies; for until each built up its ewn 
unit there could be no foundation for the 
Empire fabric. 

Mr. Bird seconded the proposal as a 
great instrument for the promotion of 
Empire unity, and the recommendation 
was adopted. 

The delegates yesterday were the guests 
at Juncheon of the Capetown [Tress at 
Groot Constantia, the Government wine 
farm, eleven miles south of Capetown 
(says Reuter). The guests included V ice- 
Admiral Evans, Commander.in-Chief, 
Africa Station, and a number of Ministers 
and representatives of the Government. 

Sit Roderick Jones, Chairman of 
Reuters, responding to the toast of ‘‘ The 
Guests,’ said that after an absence from 
South Africa of twenty years his impres 
sions were of growth, amalgarflation and 
assimilation.

TWO DEVELOPMENTS 

Following the negotiations, which were 
continued yesterday between the bank’s 
representatives and the brokers, two im 
portant developments were announced. The 
first was in an official statement issued by 
the London Pepper Committee. 

This stated: —‘‘ Following a meeting of 
shippers and brokers cf the London pepper 
trade held at the London Commercial Sale- 
rooms to-day, it was confirmed this after 
noon that all, with the exception of two 
firms of Mincing lane brokers, have made 
satisfactorv. arrangements for the carry- 
ing out of their pepper contracts.”’ 

Fast on the heels of this statemen. came 
the news that the week end moratorium 
decided on Thursday was to be broken, and 
that today was to be “ working day.’’ 

It will be an unusual working day, 
inasmuch as no documents are to be pre 
sented in the ordinary way, but documents 
are to he presented to the two firms re 
ferred to in the official statement, who 
are to be: asked to meet their commitments. 


BROKERS’ STATEMENTS 

A broker stated last night that the total 
commitments in regard to the accumulated 
stocks and stocks in transit had been 
estimated at over one and a half million 
pounds. 

The engagements which the two firms 
had to meet were considerable. but it was 
difficult to say definitely what their com 
mitments totalled. 

“H they meet their commitments to 
morrow,’’ he added. ‘‘ everyone in Mincing 
Lane will be delighted.

:-—Now that substantial progress 
has been made towards a trade agreement 
with Japan, the Australian Government 
have opened negotiations with a number 
of other countries. They are following 
the example of the British Government in

seeking to promote trade with every country 


which is ready to trade with them on re- 
ciprocal terms. As was proclaimed at the 
Ottawa Conference, the policy there laid 
down does not contemplate a closed eco- 
nomic system—its object is to increase, 
not to diminish, the total trade of the 
world. The position was clearly defined 
in the Governor-General’s speech at the 
opening of Parliament. Australia’s richest 
oversea market, it was explained, lay, in- 
deed, within the Empire, especially in 
Great. Britain, but the Government were 
fully aware that in some great primary 
commodities Australia and the other 
Dominions, taken together, yield a total 
production far exceeding the Empire's de- 
mands. An outlet for that surplus can 
be found only by developing mutual trade 
relations with other countries. 

Other things being equal, or anything 
like equal, proceeds The Times, exchanges 
between the preducers of different kinds 
of goods in the same country are more 
likely to make for stable prosperity than 
are exchanges across frontiers which, 
in the nature of things, are more exposed 
to interruptions and fluctuations. This 
principle was recognised at Ottawa, where 
it was agreed that in any Empire market 
the first place was to be given to the home 
producer or manufacturer, and the next 
place to producers or manufacturers in 
other parts of the Empire. The difficulties 
which have arisen are not over the prin- 
ciple, but over its application im practice, 
which involves the reconciliation of many 
conflicting claims. Some of these difficul- 
ties will be discussed when the Australian 
Mission arrives in London next month. 
Other Dominions have expressed their de- 
sire to discuss the working-of the Ottawa 
agreements and their possible extension. 

The extent to which these discussions 
will be useful will depend more than upon 
anything else upon the degree to which 
the Governments taking part in them have 
worked out for themselves a definite and 
coherent policy with regard to the practic- 
able development of their own industries, 
and with regard to the exchanges which 
they hope to effect with other parts of the 
Empire, and with countries outside the 
impire.

Sir Arnold Wilson denied that he had done 
so. He said that he was asked if he would 
consider it, and promised to do so, but_after 
attending a meeting at the House of 
Commons he stated that he could not accept 
the cuidance or follow the views of Mr. 
Winston Churchill. After sitting in the 
House for eighteen months and listening to 
Mr. Churchill he realised that the right 
honourable gentleman was not the man he 
had so much admired in former times. While 
at one time Mr Churchill had made history 
and had written it, he had not apparently 
had “ime to read it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Rhys Davies (Labour) was not con- 
vinced that the bill went nearly far enough 
to meet Indian aspirations. If India had 
home rule: it was possible that mis- 
takes would be made, but, in making mis- 
takes, they would learn how to avoid them. 
He asserted that Mr, Churchill, Sir Henry 
Page-Croft, and other representatives of 
Southern constituencies were using Lanca- 
shire simply as a pawn in the game. 

Mr. J. C. C. Davidson (Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster) said that in many 
aspects, especially im the economic life of 
India, the federal system was almost in 
being. If there was to be a federation the 
Princes must have some responsibility in the 
shaping of economic policy. The Princes 
were quite capable of deciding their affairs 
without advice from anybody. 

Mr. Churchill—Including the Viceroy! 

Mr. Davidson—If you were the Viceroy, 
would you have refused it? 

Mr. Churchill—The point is whether it 
was legitimate to give that advice, which, it 
is admitted, was freely tendered from that 
most authoritative quarter. 

Mr. Davidson—From a quarter with 
authority based on bnowledge, and as the 
friend and adviser appointed by the Crown. 

The debate was adjourned.

Sergeant J. O'Neill said that he had made 
the acquaintance of Coakley while the ac- 
cused man was employed in Ballyhaunis 
Post Office in April, 1932, under the name of 
Jeremiah Coakley. 

Jeremiah Coakley, brother of the accused 
man, stated, in evidence, that he had never 
been employed in the Post Office. 

Mr. T. A. Price, establishment officer, De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce, said 
that the accused had obtained employment as 
a clerk in that Department, and had worked 
in Bantry Exchange. 


HONESTLY EARNED 


In reply to Mr. O’Connor, the witness said 
that the money paid to the accused man for 
his work in the department was earned by 
him in the honest performance of his duties. 

Patrick Coakley went into the box, and 
said that at the time of the Post Office 
Examination he had been a few months over 
the age, and entered in his brother 
Jeremiah’s name. The answers he had given 


honest return or any, payment that he got. 
His father had a very small farm, and there 
were several children at home. He had been 
out of employment for two years before he 
obtained the position as employment clerk. 

Judge Shannon said that, by reason of 
Coakley’s conduct, some deserving person had 
been excluded from a job to which he was 
really entitled. 

Theejury returned a verdnct of guilty, 
strongly recommending ‘the accused man to 
mercy. 

Senator R. Keyes said that Coakley was a 
hard-working man, 

Detective Sergeant O'Neill said that 
Coakley during his period in the Department 
of Posts and Telegraphs had pleaded guilty 
to embezzling a letter containing £5, and had 
been dismissed from the service. 

Mr. Murphy, Secretary to the Civil Service 
Commission, said that if the Commission had 
known of the accused’s record in the Post 
Office he would not have obtained a post in 
the Department of Industry and Commerce, 
Owing to his having applied under another 
person's name the Commission had been un- 
able to trace his previous employment in the 
Post. Office. 

The Judge asked if this was an isolated 
case. 

.Mr. Murphy—We have not had a case like 
it before. We had a case a few years ago 
of a man representing himself at an exami- 
nation as another man. He said that 
Coakley’s record in the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce was all right. 

Judge Shannon imposed’ suspensory sen- 
tence of 9 months’ imprisonment, and bound 
him over for two years. 


HOLIDAY TRAFFIC 
FROM BRITAIN 


INCREASE OF 40,000 
VISITORS IN 1934

The holiday traffic from Great Britain to 
the Irish Free State in the year 1954 was in 
excess of any year since 1914, states the 
Irish Tourist Association. 

This satisfactory report was submitted by 
representatives of cross-Channel railway and 
shipping companies to'a meeting of the Irish 
Tourist Association. Executive following an 
examination of complete statistics for 1934.

PLEADS GUILTY

HRISTOPHER ROBINSON, aged 35, 


Lower Leeson street, Dublin, yester- 

day pleaded guilty to having stolea 
£1,848. The se man was an employé 
of the Post Office, and the money, which was 
in the form of a postal packet, the property 
of the Minister for posts and Telegraphs, dis- 
appeared on November 12th last, in transit 
from Ballsbridge to the Bank of Ireland. 

Mr. ©. P. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by Mr. Reid, Post Office 
Solicitor), appeared for the Post Office. Mr. 
Basil McGuckin, K.C. (instructed by Mr. J. 
J. O'Connor) defended. 

Mr. McGuckin made an appeal for 
leniency. He said that Robinson had been in 
the service of the Post Office for 21 years, 
and nothing had ever before been said 
against his probity. Unfortunately, Robin- 
son had eben drinking last November, and 
that was the curse of the whole affair. 
After the theft Robinson's conduct had been 
that of a man in a semi-stupid state, and 
proved that the theft was not the work of a 
person of real criminal tendency. He went 
to. Phenix Park and put. the money in a 
place which he forgot. Only £26 had been 
abstracted, and a cheque for that amount 
had been sent to the Post Office. 

Mr. N. Blaney, T.D., said that the accused 
man’s family was held in high esteem im 


County Donegal. 


A BAD RECORD 

Mr. T. W. Justice, Principal Investigation 
Officer to the Post Office, said that Robin. 
son 's record in the service was bad generally. 
He had had several very narrow escapes of 
dismissal. At the time of the theft he was 
on the verge of dismissal. As disciplinary 
action his pay had been reduced from time 
to time. Some small sums of money, amount- 
ing to £16, had been unaccounted for at the 
time of Robinson’s arrest, and that monéy 
had been under the accused man’s control) 
He knew Robinson was addicted to drink. 

Robinson was put back until Monday next: 

Judge Shannon said that Robinson would 
have to go to prison, because the safety of 
the Past Office and the safety of parcels en- 
trusted to the Post Office must be assured. 
The Post Office tried to effect that by careful 
selection of employés by paying them decent 
wages and by proper supervision. 

When a man in the accused man’s position 
committed. such a grave offence the Court 
must assist the authorities and signify the 
gravity of the case by exemplary punishment. 
Judge Shannon said that it was a matter of 
distress to himself that: Robinson’s family 
should be affected by this matter. He would 
consider all that had been said on the ac- 
cused man’s behalf.
